CONFLICTING REPORTS REGARDING THE 
RESIGNATION OF PRESIDENT GREVY. 


A Seemingly Well-Founded Report That M. 
Grevy Resigned Last Evening Denied 
To-Day—The Conference at the Elysee— 
Excitement in Paris Over the Prolonga- 
tion of the Crisis—Extradordinary Dis- 
closures Regarding the European Com- 
bination—An Orleanist Intrigue Causes 
Trouble Between Russia and Germany— 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post- 
Paris, November 25.—At7 o’clock last even- 


ing M. Grevy handed his resignation of the 
Presidency of the Republic to ex-Prime Min- 
ister Rouvier. He had previously requested 
M. Ribot to form a Cabinet and to convey to 
the Senate and Chamber of Deputies his mes- 
sage of resignation, but M. Ribot pointed out 
that as the measure in question was of a nat- 
ure which wopid require the official approval 
of a Cabinet it should, according to official 
etiquette and precedent, be communicated by 
the outgoing Ministry. Accordingly, ex- 
Premiér Rouvier and his colleagues visit- 
ead the Elysee last evening and ro- 
ceived. M. Grevy’s message. The latter 
will be communicated to the Senate and Cham- 
beron Tuesday next, and itis expected that 
both chambers will assemble on Wednesday 
in Congress to elect a successor to M. Daniel 
Wilson’s father-in-law. The text of M. 
Grevy ‘s message is to the effect that he finds it 
impossible to continue to govern the country. 
It is expected that the preliminary meeting of 
the groups of the Left will assemble to-day to 
nominate a candidate. The whoieof the Left 
is strongly opposed to the putting forward of 
any military cundidate. It is neediess to add 
that the Royalists, who, like all other conspir- 
ators against the powers that be, enjoy fishing 
in troubied waters, are jubilant over the pres- 
ent chaotic state of affairs. 
CONTRADICTED. 

President Grevy still stubbornly resists the 
demands for his immediate resignation. The 
press unanimously condemn the prolongation 
of the crisis. The Paix says 
that President Grevy will not resign 
before he has placed the Republic in a safe 
position. It declares that the Orleans Princes 
are very active, and warns Republicans to 
reflect on the course they are taking. A meet- 
ing will be held in the Belleville Quarter to- 
night to adopt measures, as the call says, to 
conform to the situation.

LoxDoNn, November 25.—The two salient 
facts about President Grevy’s resignation are 
that he personally gained by it, hie Clemen- - 
ceau lost. Clemenceau has played much tod 
Ane u game. The newspapers. agree in saying 
that he ought to have accepted Grevy’s invita- 
tion and form a Ministry on his old demo- 
cratic platform. But Clemenceau’s object 
was to drive Grevy into a trap and, at 
the same time, to play Gambetta’s role of a 
ministry breaker. Grevy’s expulsion accom- 
plished, the miserable intrigue will go no 
further. We shall hear little more about the 
Wilson scandal, and the public service will 
not be purified. An interim President will be 
chosen and the struggle will go on as before.

AN ORLEANS INTRIGUE. 


Forged Dispatches to the Czar in Bismarck’s 
Name—European Politics. 
Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LonDoN, November 25.—It is now evident 
that the proposed European combination will 
be profoundly modified by the disclosure in 
the National Zeitung and Cologne Ga. 
zettte that the *‘ estrangement be- 
tween Germany and Russia was caused 
by forged dispatches in  Bismarck’s 
name. It appears that matters were explained 
in the Czar’s interview with Bismarck. The 
German statesman attrib utes the forgery to an 
Orieanist intrigue of which Prince Ferdinand 
of Buigaria and his party at Sofia represent 
one side, andthe Oomte de Paris the other 
side. Bismarck’s hatred of Orleanism as a 
war party in Europe may explain this theory, 
but a much more probable explanation is that 
the forgery was the work of the Panslavist 8 
party at St. Petersburg, aided by French Re- 
Vancheurs. The discovery will have the double 
effect of weakening the triple alliance 
and diminishing the tension between Russia 
and Germany. In any case it makes for peace. 

A DIPLOMATIO STROKE. 

Meanwhile I hear, from Constantinople, 
that Ferdinand’s Government has accom- 
plished a most diplomatic stroke. It 
has decided to resume payment 
of the Eastern Roumelian tribute. This is a 
first-rate political move. It will please and 
conciliate the Turks, and probably secure the 
Sultans acknowledgment of Ferdinand’s 


election. 
SALISBURY AT OXFORD. 

Lord Salisbury at Oxford has played his 
usual part of blase cynic. His course con- 
firms my prophecy of the procedure which 
would precede the introduction ot 
the local gavernment bill. He deciares 
that he will not look at Home 
Rule til a practicable scheme is before the 
country. The point of his speech, for which 
everybody looked eagerly, was a statement 
regarding protection. As was anticipated, 
he has not ventured to set his 
veto on the Tory wire-puller, but 
cautiously says that on all present questions 
the Unionist party is agreed. It will not 
trouble itself about the differences of the far 
past or the far future. This will not satisfy 
the farmers and fair traders, who represent 
the fighting strength of the party. 

A GROSS BREACH OF FAITH. 

The British Mission, which is on ite way to 
Abyssinia, basa letter to King John advising 
him to give up Massowah to the Italians, at 
the sametime promising to try to persuade 
the Italians to gtve Abyssinia a free passage to 
the coast. This is precisely what in 1864 
England guaranteed, bat Lord Granville 
flagrantly broke the engagement by inviting | 
Italy to Massowah, now our eagerness to ro- 
tain the Italian alilance bas made us responsi- 
ble for this gross breach of faith.

Stormy Interview With Prince Bismarck— 
Emperor William’s Health Improvi ng. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

B „November 2.—The eldest son of 
Unser tz, and his wife are very much pleased 
with the Ozar’s behaviour towards them dur · 
ing his recent visit. Prince on the 
other hand, had ‘comparatively stormy in» 
terview with the Russian Hamperor, aud ail ro- 
ports that this conversation hada very sat- 
isfactory termination are quite false. The in- 
tercourse throughout was kept within the bare 
limite of politeness, and the length of its du- 
ration was caused rather the obstinacy of 
both than by the multitude of subjects dis- 
cussed. The Russo-German question received 
no solution by the recent visit, and we may 
await and expect some serious difficulties on 
the eastern framtier within a short time. 

A CLEVER MUSOCOVITR. 

In the report I sent you of the Czar’s visit 
to Berlin I did not mention the episode of a 
letter being thrown into his curriage. I have 
since called on the individual who dis- 
tinguished himself by thatact. He is a cigar- 
ette manufacturer of Rugsian origin. He had 
left Russia to avoid military service, but hav- 
ing since his desertion inherited some land at 
home, he wants to go back to take possession. 
His letter to the Czar was a petition to be 
allowed to return without risk of punishment. 

EMPEROR WILLIAM’S HEALTH. 

Yesterday morning I saw Emperor William 
at his window. He was looking very much 
better and appears to be rested from the 
fatigues of last week. Doubtless the good 
news that has reached us from San Remo of 
the decided improvement in the Crown 
Prince’s health had much to do with his ap- 
parent cheerfulness. There is no doubt what- 
ever that his health is immensely affected for 
better or worse by the daily bulletins about 
his son. Iam informed that he takes great 
interest In all the letters that are addressed to 
him from all parte of the world containing 
advice as to how his son should be treated. 
Two days ago he much amused his court by 
reading aloud a passage from a letter from an 
elderly maiden in Hamburg, who suggested 
the application of mustard plasters and hinted 
that her services as nurse could be had for the 
asking. When the Emperor had finished read- 
ing it he laid it down and said: ‘These testi- 
monies of my people's affection are more val- 
uable to me than many more pompous 
addresses. He then directed Count Stolberg 
Wernigerode to write and thank the sender 
in his name. Ooncurrently with the news 
of the Crown Prince’s improvement, we 
hear that one of Dr. Bergmann’s patients 
who has recently been operated upon for 
cancer in the larynx has died suddenly. It is 
stated that he was suffering also from fatty de- 
generation of the heart, and that this rather 
than the result of the operation caused his 


death. 
PRINOS WILLIAM. 

Prince William, who has now officially been 
charged to relieve his grandfather of audience 
duty during the coming winter, has deter- 
mined to leave Potsdam and will take up his 
abode in Berlin next week.

THE IRISH CAUSE, 


Report of Mgr. Persico, the Papal-Euvey 
to Ireland. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Roms, November 2%.—The preliminary re- 
port ot Mgr. Persico, tne Papal envoy to Ire- 
land, has been received at the Vatican. Mgr. 
Persico emphatically asserts that the Irish 
cause is au intrinsically just and sacred one, 
and he recognizes that England, for the last 
half century, has resolutely endeavored to 
make every reparation for the past. While 
setting forth the justice of the cause of Ireland, 
he strongly disapproves of the means em- 
ployed by agitators to foment civil war and to 
substitute the policy of violence for that of 
constitutional action. The ‘‘plan of cam- 
paign’’ he treats as a_i strike of 
the farmers, who seek to impose upon 
their landlords a lowering of the value of their 
property. Like all other strikes, it confounds 
the just complaints of those who work under 
conditions not satisfactory to themselves, with 
those of idle and incapable men. Astothe 
main question, that of Home Rule, the envoy 
declares that for this the country is not ripe 
and that, moreover, no measure of any kind, 
hitherto put forward, merits a serious discus- 
sion. He states, however, that there is in 
Ireland auniversal aspiration after progress 
ive emancipation, which the English Govern- 
ment will do well to reason with. 

ON THE OTHER HAND. 

Mgr. Persico frankly disapproves of the 
policy of coercion, which he says has always 
been sterile and now constitutes a real danger, 
as it gives a false halo to political martyrdom, 
and hampers constitutional action. Another 
result of it, which he depreciates, is that 16 
causes the substitution of secret societies for 
organizations working respectably and within 
the limits of the lawful agitation. The report 
naturally and reasonably concludes by insist- 
ing upon the necessity for the formation of a 
moderate party in Ireland on lines of concilia- 
tion. By this means some precise result, he 
thinks, may be arrived at and the Irish cause 
not be delivered up to agents of a revolution- 
ary propaganda and socialist agitators. 

Mgr. Persico will shortly transmit to the 
bishops and clergy of Ireland some important 
instructions from the Pope as to thelr future 
political attitude.

MISSION WORK IN COLUMBIA. 

PaNAMA, November 16.—The Revista Catolica, 
Bogota, speaking of nf&sion work in Colom- 
bia, says that in Cagueta, San Martin, Casa- 
nare, La Goajira, Nevada, Choco, Opon and 
Darien there are over 200,000 Colombians who 
live a savage life. Many of these 
people, men, women and children, 
are stolen and sold into a lite of 
slavery of the vlest description. Some times 
combats take place which result in the 
siaughter of hundreds, whose bodies are left 
where they fall. The Revista Catolica also re- 
fers to the plunder of Colombian citizens on 
the Putumava and Napo by Dolores Remedios 
and to his infamous slave-dealing transac- 
tions, and particularly to his public sale on 
the Lower Amazon of women who have been 
stolen from Colombia. 

A TERRIBLE SCOURGE. 

At a place called Posoya, in the Province of 
Manibi, Chili, an epidemic which kills 75 per 
cent of those attacked by it hae broken out. 
The disease begins with severe pains in the 
stomach, followed by a tlow of blood from the 
mouth, and sometimes from the eyes and ears.

MAYOR FRANCIS SUBMITS A PROPOSITION 
TO THE COMPANIES, 


— 


Suggesting That They Carry Out the Spirit of 
the Ordinance Providing for Examining 
the Gas—The Health Department Tem- 
porarily Ceases Fumigating—Pushing the 
Sprinkling Amendment Through the 
Council—Municipal Matters. . 


President Newman ot the St. Louis Gas 
Light Company and President Kaiser of the 
Laclede Company, now have under considera- 
tion a question from Mayor Francis, which 1s 
of general interest to everybody. 
It ts a proposition to the companies to 
contribute to pay the salary of a Gas 
Inspector. Complaints are received with 
great frequency at the City Hall, protesting 
against the supply or quality of 
the fluid furnished for pri- 
vate consumption. The gas ordinance 
provides for the appointment of a Gas In- 
spector, who shall be authorized to examine 
the quality of the gas furnished by the com- 
panies. Other sufficient laws empower 
the Mayor to take action on such 
reports, but by an oversight no provision is 
made for the appointment of an inspector, 
except at the pleasure of the gas com- 
panies. The ordinance contemplates the ap- 
pointment of the inspector at the expense 
of the company, but there is no way of com- 
pelling the companies to pay the officer’s sal- 
ary. Mayor Francis has asked the 
companies to comply with the spirit 
of the ordinance, but neither of the 


Boards of Directors has yet consented to the 
proposition. The duties of the position are 
partly discharged by an employe of the Street 

artment, but the office as created by the 


or ce is vacant. 


No Fumigation. 

Chief Sanitary-Officer Francis stated to-day 
that twenty-two cases of diphtheria had 
begn reported to the department 
within the twenty-four hours ending at 


mioon. In explanation of the failure 
of the department to send out fumigators yes- 
terday and to-day, he said: ‘‘Weare stopped 
from doing any work of this kind by the 
damp weather. The chiorine fumes will not 
leave a house during weather like this, even if 
the windows and doors are thrown open. Peo- 
ple cannot throw open their houses during such 
damp weather as the danger; would be in- 
creased rather than diminished. Considera- 
ble damage might de done the furniture of a 
house if we undertook to fumigate houses in 
weather like this.’ 


In the City’s Charge. 


In the custody of Police Officers Thomas 
O’Brien and Spoenneman Willis Hownsley, 
aged 10 years,and Thomas Wiley, aged 12 
years, were arraigned before Mayor Francis 


to-day. Wiley was before the Mayor Septem- 
ber 2., but he promised to reform with such 
apparent sincerity that His Honor ordered the 
boy’s release. Since then he has been suspécted 
of several small thefts by the police officers 
who had him’ arraigned again to-day. Mrs. 
Hownsby, the mother of the younger boy, 
described him as a young desperado at home. 

Eddie Brown, another boy, was brought 
before the Mayor as a homeless wanderer. 
The three urchins were committed to the 
House of Refuge. 


The Sprinkling Amendment. 


To-night the engrossed sprinkling amend- 
ment bill will be reported to the Council. It 
will be forwarded to the House with 
as little delay as possible as it 
will be necessary to have the 
bill approved early to provide for the 
election in January or February on a charter 
amendment to authorige the Board of Public 
Improvements to assess a special tax against 
property-holders in payment for street 
sprinkling. As yet the bill has encountered 
no serious opposition.

YUCATAN RICE MARBSTELLAR.

The Great Arson Case at Joliet Settled at

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A TERRIBLE COLLISION. 


Threé Men Killed and Several Injured— 
Serious Lake Disasters. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., November 25.—Two freight 
trains on the Wheeling division of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad collided near Cochrane’s 
Mills, fifteen miles from this city, about 10:15 
o’clock this morning. Both trains were com- 
pletely demolished and three men killed and 
five others injured. One of the killed 
was William Heddiman, a fireman of 


Wheeling, W. Va. The two others are still 
under the debris, and theirnames are not 


known. 

The inju were: Thomas Gates, en- 

neer, cruShed and bruised seriously; 

ank Appleby, fireman, hurt about 
the head and „ not dangerous; 
Peter McGann, fireman, bead badly cut, arm 
broken and boay bruised; quite serious. 
Thomas F. Tann, brakeman, cutand bruised; 
not dangerous. Patrick Goff, engineer, head 
badly eut, foot mashed, and cut about the 
body; very serious. 

There appears to have been no orders issued 
as to which train was to lay over at Finiey- 
ville forthe other to pass. The trains were 
running at a high rate of speed 
and as they rounded a curve near Chochrane’s 
Mills they came into view too late to be 

n instant later, they came together 
with a terrible crash. Both locomotives 
were lifted from the rails and thrown to one 
side, completely wrecked. Thecars were all 
derailed and redu almost to  kinad- 
Iing-wood, and the debris was 
piled up high around the loco- 
motives. The main track was tor up 
for a considerable distance and completly 
blockaded. There was not a moment’s warn- 
ing and both crews were caught inthe wreck. 
Three of the trainmen were buried from sight. 
They were almost instantiy killed. 


A Probable Disaster. 


DETROIT, Mich., November 25.—The Evening 
Journal’s special from Cheboygan, Mich., 
says: A terrible disaster probably occurred 
near here lastnight during the gale from the 


east, which was accompanied by a raging 
snowstorm. A steamer, about II o’cloc 
last night, at the height of the gale, blew sig- 
nals of distress, but nothing could reac 
her, as the storm was simpli ter- 
rible. This morning upwards of 
three hundred barrels of flour were 
picked up on the beach here, and it is still 
coming ashore. The steamer probably struck 
on Poe’s Reef on Lake Huron, and to save her- 
self jettisoned her cargo. Nothing can be 
heard of ber, but it may of course be the fact 
that she struck, jettisoned part of her cargo 
of flour, and then got off again without great 
damage. 

It has since been learned that the boat blow- 
ing signals of distress, during the night, was 
the propeller Albany. She is ashore at 
the foot of Boils Blanc Island, and Is 
full of water. The crew were saved. The 
barge Montgomery is near her, also in bad 
shape, and two large steamers are reported 
ashore below Cheboyean Light. All went on 
last night during the storm. 


Run Down by a Barge. 


CHICAGO, November 25.—The three-masted 
scow Schooner Phenix was run into late ſast 
night, just outside the harbor here, by an un- 
known barge, supposed to be the Wild 


Melbourne, and so — cut up that she im- 
mediately waterlogged. The vessel which 
wrought the damage was not sighted untila 
moment before the crash occurred, and was lost 
sight of almost at once in the fog and dark- 
ness. Capt. Estrol ot the Phenix had guns 
fired and torches burned in the 
hope of attracting the attention of a 
tug but to no avail,and seeing that by remain- 
ing on board he could not save the vessel he 
ordered the crew of eight men to man 
the yawl and abandon er. They were 
tossed about for three hours in the surf but at 
last effected a landing at Thirty-third street. 
The barge which collided with the Pheonix is 
supposed to be safe in an anchorage at the 
mouth of the Grand Oalumet River.

Within a week or ten days Receiver Stephens 
ef the Fifth National Bank will bring 
suit against the Directors of that defanct 
institution to determine their liability to the 
stockholders for the fraud by which the bank’s 
money was wasted and the bank wrecked. 

Strangely enongh, although the national 
dau system has been in existence for nearly a 
quarter ot acentury, there has been no defi- 
nite determination of the responsibility 
of National Bank Directors to the 
stockholders. This question is as important 


to Directors as to stockholders, for the former 
should be as fully informed asto the obliga- 
tions which he assumes upon accepting a 
directorship in a bank, as should the latter 
as to the extent of confidence, without re- 
course, which ha must repose in the individual 
who represents his interest. 
THE COMPTROLLER OF THE OURRENOY 

has taken up this matter with the desire that 
the exact relations of Director to stockholder 
shall be clearly defined. In his annual report 
the attention of Congress will be 
called to the uestion. But antici- 
pating this ste be has taken measures to 
secure from the United States Supreme 
Court an interpretation of the law as it now 
stands. For this purpose he requesired the 
Attorney-General, who promptly complied, to 
move to advance on the calendar of the Su- 
prome Court the case of the Receiver of the 

irst National Bank of Buffalo against the Di- 
rectors, which case involves the responsibil- 
ity of directors of National Banks for negli- 
gence.

Philip G. Ferguson Passes Away After a 
Lingering llmess. 


Philip G. Ferguson, the newspaper man, 
died yesterday afternoon at 4:45 0’clock at his 
home on North Market street, west of Goode 
avenue. Mr. Ferguson, or ‘‘Jenks,”’ as he 
was wont to sign himself under the entertain- 
ing matter he contributed to the papers for 
which he wrote, was widely known in this city, 
and though his death can scareely bea matter 
of surprise it will certainly be regarded 
with deep regret by the numerous personal 
friends, both journalistic and otherwise, 


that he made during his long residence in this 
city. Though not 4 St. Louisan by birth, Mr. 
Ferguson was thoroughly identified. with the 
ony havirg come here his parents when 
© was a boy of 18. 
Mr. F n was born in the State of Vir- 
ginta, and when he arrived in St. Louis he ap- 
renticed himself to learn the trade of printer. 
13 graduated in that line of the business 
he embarked in several journalistic enterprises 
various towns in 


the State, in- 
cluding Ste. ‘Genevieve, lana and 
Potosi. About the year 1850 
became connected with the Republican, and 
after working on that paper for some time he, 
with others, start the Daily Morning 
Herald, of which he was the editor for many 
ears. After selling his interest in that journal 

e became a clerk in the Post-o and when 
the civil war was on he found himself in the 
office of the Democrat. His last connection 
with a newspaper was when he served on the 
Globe-Democrat as a special! writer. 

Mr. Thomas Lynch, a brother of ° 
Lynch, the undertaker,was one of the earliest 
friends of Mr. Ferguson in this city. Speaking 
of him to-day Mr. Lynch said: ‘‘ ‘Jenks’ was 
one of the best menlever knew. He was not 
what you could call atypical humorist, but he 
had a dry vein of humor running through his 
writing and his conversation which was 
as en ining «as mavens could wish. 
He would be still and quiet core 
talk and suddenly he would come eut 
some extremely dry and pertinent. remark 
which would convulse his hearers with laugb- 
the same with bis writing. 0 
could be ve witty at times, brilliantly so 
sometimes, but all his humor was of that dry 
sort which characterized him. He was a lover 
of books and somewhat of a student too. He 
was a jolly good fellow when be was young 
a . umorous disposition stuck to him to 

last. 

Mr. Ferguson was a bachelor and was the 
owner of considerable real estate in the city, 
having a good income from his property. t 
latter years he was a constant frequenter of 
the reading-room at the Mercantile Library. 
He was 64 years of age and has been in failing 
health for some time past. 

The funeral will take place to-morrow after- 
noon at 2o’clock from his late residence on 
North Market street, the services at the house 
being conducted by Rev. Mr. Shields.

THE LONG AND SEVERE DROUTH BROKEN 
BY LIGHT RAINS. 


Farmers Hail With Joy the Leng-Looked- 
fer Moisture — Crops Reduced by the 
Scarcity of Water—Suffering of Stock— 
Damage Caused by the Forest Fires— 
Cendition of Affairs and Present Outlook 
in Missouri, lilincis and Arkansas.

or entirely cutting off the water supply, both 
for stock and domestic uses. In some such 
cases the farmers have had to drive their stock 
some miles to water, besides haying to haul 
all the water uired fordomesticuse. Wells 
and springs that have not failed fer thirty 
years are stone dry, andthere are very few 
cisterns not in the same condition. 
The extraordinary failure of wells and 
springs is explained by the fact 
that though there were light rains 
— A frequent during last summer to 
make moderate crops, there were no long wet 
spells, and though the showers kept the sur- 
face moist the — has not been thorough- 
ly wet through in more than a year. But, 
though at incorvenience has been expe- 
rienced, itcannot be said that either men 
or beasts have suffered to any great extent. 
Extensive and in some instances destructive 
forest fires have been among the consequences 
of the drouth. The ground ving 
been as dry as dust and every 
spear of vegetation dried into _ tinder, 
and the freshly-fallen leaves having filled up 
the dry channels of the small streams as well 
as the country roads, itcan easily be under- 
stood that a fire once started, with a brisk 
wind blowing, could scarcely be controlied. 
Many farmers have lost heavily in the burn- 
ing of fences, and a few barns have been 
burnt, but the damage has been trifling com- 
red to that further south. A very notable 
ature’ of the past few days has been the 
dense mantic of smoke that hung over 
the county so thick as to obsenre the 
sun except during a — time 
noon ot each day. This de cloud of smoke 
is supposed to come chiefly from the burnin 
swamps far to the south, as it comes in wit 
the south wind and, in a t measure, dis- 
appears upon achange ofthe wind from the 
north. o-day ednesday, 2, between 
smoke and clouds, has been the darkest day 
ever seen here. It has, however, been raining 
ntly all day, and it is hoped that the back 
ne’’ of the drouth is now broken. :

PATCH reporter was introduced to the two 
visitors by Mr. Meledy in the parlor of Dr. 
O’Reilly’s house. 

„Wo are sorry to have kept you waiting,“ 
said Mr. Esmonde pleasantly as he extended 
his hand.

INCREASED ITS STOCK. 


The Missouri Crematory Association Prepar- 
ing to Erect lts Furnace, 


The stockholders of the Missouri! Crematory 
Association met in the Masonic Building at 
Market and Seventh streets this morning for 
the purpose of voting on a proposition to in- 
crease the capital Stock of the association 
from $10,300 to $20,000. The meeting was pre- 
sided over by Mr. O. A, Stifel, with Mr. H. H. 
Bierman acting as Secretary. The object 


of the increase in the stock is to meet 
the additional expenses which will be 
incurred in the erection of the furnace in the 
basement ofthe crematory. The latter 
structure is now complete so far asthe build- 
ing proper is concerned, and all that remains 
to be done is to arrange thefurnace. The 
crematory is situated on Sublette avenue near 
Arsenal stréet, and is a very pretty affair. It 
is built of stock brick, with red sandctone 
trimmings, and consists of a chapel thirty-five 
feet square and twenty-six feet high in the 
interior, which has a capacity of holding in 
the neighborhood of 300 people. Beneath the 
chapel is a basement in which will be con- 
structed the furnace.

The association prefers the former method 
and it will r used in the St. Louis 
Crematory. It ad that the painting 
will be completed in two weeks, but the 
association does not look forward to the entire 
fitting out of the building until the Spring.

James Ho with a party 
of Mexican gentlemen who are taking a little 
tour of observation about the country 


‘and attending to business at the same 


time. The object of the visit 


to St. Louis isto purchase several carloads of 
wood- working machinery to put into a fac- 
tory now in the course of erection at Chihua- 
hua. Mr. Lawm said this morning: We 
are up here to y machinery for 
1 new establishment Rembez & 
Bezaury are starting up. They 
intend to manufacture carriage-house and 
cabinet wood-work, and I think they havea 
very good thing because they virtually have 
the monopoly of the business down there. 
am surprised to see so little Kansas City trade 
‘down our way. They don’t seem to have 
found that country out yet, although 
St. Louis is making great strides in the way of 
business, as nearly all the American trade in 
our district is fom 8t. Louis. Mr. Rembez, a 
brother ofthe gentleman who is starting the 
factory, la up here to make arrangements to 
represent some of the leading St. Louis 
firms along the railroad from Paso del Norte 
to the City of Mexico. He has the contract for 
all the eating and boarding-houses along the 
road, which he sublets to the various hotel- 
keepers. This keeps him traveling along the 
road all the time, a distance of about 
1,600 miles altogether. He knows every one 
along the road and will be of great assistance 
in introducing St. Louis trade in that district. 

Iam confident that Chihuahua will experi- 
ence a regular boom this winter 
or next spring, as A large 
— 1 — is now putting up a stamp mill which 
will handle about ninety tons of ore a day,and 
as all the ore comes from the mountains it 
will take from 500 to 900 tons to keep the mills 
supplied.

HE I8 SATISFIED THAT CARUTHERS WILL 
GO TO BROOKLYN. 


Cincinnati is Willing te Pay More Money for 
the St. Louis Pitcher Than Boston Paid 
for Kelly—Mr. Von der Ahe’s Silence in 
the Matte e Wanted to Quit— 
Yale and Harvard—Base Ball News and 
Notes—Sporting Matters. 


As announced In the Post-DisPaTon yester- 
day Manager Gus Schmelz of the Cincinnati 
team arrived in the city yesterday morning 
and registered at the Laclede Hotel. He came 
to capture Pitcher Robert Caruthers for the 
Red-Stockings, and if there had been avy 
power in money he certainly would have done 
so. At7o’clock last evening Mr. Schmelz, 
Mr. Joe Pritchard, the latter being Brooklyn's 
agent in St. Louls,.and ‘‘Bobby’’ himself oc- 
cupied chairs in the lobby of the hotel and 
waited until after midnight for Mr. Von der 
Ahe to reply to a number of telegrams 
which the two first-named gentlemen had sent 
him during the day. No reply came, bow - 
ever, and the whole party was compelled to 
retire without coming to any definite conclu- 
sion in the big pending deal for Caruthers’ 
sale. : 

It is understood that Cincinnati offered 
$10,000 for the release of the great ball-player, 
and Manager Schmelz and Caruthers last night 
agreed upon a salary. Without positive 
information, on the matter, which has 
been give to no one, it is pre- 
eumed that the salary which the 
Cincinnati manager agreed to pay Caruthers 
is $4,500 for the season. The agreement was to 
either give him that amount in salary or to 
make it up by purchasing his photograph, a 
la Boston, for the deficit. Messrs. Schmelz 
and Pritchard were mystified at Mr. Von der 
Ahe’s silence, and could not make out why he 
did not answer their messages. Pritchard and 
Schmelz are the best of friends, but 
they are rivals just now, and 
not a word of information about 
the plans ot either olub to secure Caruthers 
passed between them. Atnoon to-day they 
were still waiting for the answerand Mr. 
Schmelz said: ‘‘Iamnot going to wait much 
longer for this answer. If Caruthers is not 
ours by 7:800’clock this evening I will leave for 
my home at Columbus on the 8 o’clock train 
to-night. I think that you can announce posi- 
tively that Caruthers will play with Brooklyn 


next year. The Cincinnati club will givea 
great deal more than $8,000 for his release but 
Von der Ahe will not sell him to us. He is dead 
set on giving him to Brooklyn, and Brooklyn 
will get him a great deal cheaper than we 
could possibly hope for.

WASHINGTON, D. O., November 22.—Mrs. 
Augusta Patten, the widow of the California 
millionaire and the mother-in-law of Repre- 
sentative Glover of St. Louis, has just bought 
$30,000 worth of suburban lots from Gardiner 
Hubbard. she has now more than $800,000 in- 
vested in Washington property, and has pus- 
chased more than $90,000 worth this year.
